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APSCUF  Threatens  Work  Stoppage 

In  a  statement  released  December  19th,  William 
Fulmer,  President  of  the  Association  of  Pennsylvania  State 
College  and  University  Faculties  (APSCUF)  hinted  at  a  strike. 
"  After  two  years  of  negotiations  with  the  State  System,  it 
seems  as  if  we  are  headed  toward  a  work  stoppage  unless 
some  other  method  of  resolving  our  differences  is  agreed 
upon."  Fulmer  also  stated  that  the  State  System  of  Higher 
Education  offered  little  incentive  at  a  recent  bargaining  ses- 
sion, held  on  the  18th  and  19th  of  December. 

According  to  Chancellor  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
System  of  Higher  Education  (PSSHE)  Judy  Hemple,  the  Un- 
ion brought  a  more  expensive  proposal  to  the  table  than  previ- 
ous proposals.  At  issue  are  concerns  over  what  Hemple 
termed  "minimal"  contributions  toward  health  care.  "Such  a 
proposal  would  virtually  guarantee  that  faculty  would  never 
share  in  the  cost  of  their  health  care  coverage,"  Hemple  said. 

Both  sides  accuse  the  other  of  offering  little  in  the  way 
of  compromise. 

APSCUF  held  a  strike  authorization  vote  on  October 
3rd  2003,  but  as  yet  the  union  has  not  walked  out.  If  the  un- 
ion stages  a  work  stoppage,  it  will  be  the  first  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  APSCUF. 

Learning  Center  Breaks  Record 

In  a  recent  interview,  Coordinator  of  Learning  Support 
Services  Darlene  Hartman  stated  that  attendance  at  the  Learn- 
ing Study  Center  had  broken  attendance  records  for  the  past 
10  years. 

"689  different  people  used  the  LSC,  not  counting  in- 
class  visits.  Over  6,000  total  visits  were  recorded. 

"We  also  have  new  software  this  semester.  We  re- 
cently acquired  Dreamweaver,  to  assist  students  in  creating 
websites,  and  APA  StyleEase,  which  formats  research  papers 
in  APA  style.  We've  also  greatly  increased  the  hours  the  writ- 
ing center  will  be  open,  so  students  can  get  help  writing  papers 
for  any  of  their  subjects,"  Hartman  said. 

"The  LSC  has  extended  hours  this  semester,  and  we 

have  also  increased  the  number  of  support  staff  members  to 

better  serve  our  students,"  said  Hartman.

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Depression  and  Anxiety  Disorders 
in  College  Students  Rising

In  many  recent  articles  about  depression  and  anxiety  in 
college  students,  it  seems,  rather  unsurprisingly,  that  mental  health 
conditions  are  increasing  drastically.  According  to  the  National 
Institute  of  Mental  Health,  depression  affects  approximately  22  mil- 
lion adults  from  age  18  and  older  each  year,  which  is  one  in  five 
adults.  Also,  approximately  19  million  American  adults  from  age 
18  to  54  have  an  anxiety  disorder  each  year.  While  anxiety  is  a 
common  thing,  too  much  of  it  can  be  harmful.  Depression  and  anxi- 
ety in  college  students  is  so  common  because  there  are  so  many 
changes  to  deal  with,  and  most  importantly  so  much  sfress.  Many 
colleges  are  trying  to  deal  with  this  increase  by  hiring  more  counsel- 
ors and  spending  more  money  to  help  with  the  freatment  process. 

There  are  three  general  types  of  depressive  illnesses,  and 
the  first  type  is  called  Major  Depression  Disorder.  Symptoms  of 
major  depression  include:  sadness,  anxiety  or  empty  feelings,  de- 
creased energy,  loss  of  interest  in  usual  activities,  over-  or  under- 
sleeping,  weight  gain  or  loss,  feelings  of  worthlessness,  thoughts  of 
suicide,  difficulty  concentrating  and  making  decisions,  and  exces- 
sive crying.  While  everyone  may  experience  some  of  these  symp- 
toms, if  you  have  five  or  more  of  these  symptoms  at  one  time  for 
two  weeks  or  longer,  you  should  seek  professional  help  for  major 
depression. 

The  second  type  of  depressive  illness  is  Dysthymia,  which 
is  a  less  intense  type.  It  involves  more  long-term,  chronic  symp- 
toms that  are  less  severe,  but  can  influence  a  person's  happiness 
capability. 

The  last  type  of  depressive  illness  is  Bipolar  disorder.  This 
is  also  known  as  Manic-Depressive  illness.  It  includes  cycles  of 
depression  followed  by  cycles  of  ecstatic  happiness  with  increased 
activity,  known  as  mania. 

Finally,  anxiety  orders  include:  panic  disorder;  obsessive- 
compulsive  disorder;  post-fraumatic  stress  disorder;  social  phobia; 
specific  phobias;  and  generalized  anxiety  disorder.  Psychiatrist  Paul 
Navig  says  that  common  ways  to  deal  with  anxiety  in  college  stu- 
dents is  to  not  take  as  many  classes,  cut  down  on  hours  at  your  job, 
or  just  say  no  to  some  social  demands.  He  also  recommends  sleep, 
exercise  and  a  healthy  diet. 

If  you  think  you  may  have  a  type  of  depressive  or  anxiety 
disorder,  the  best  way  to  deal  with  it  is  to  get  psychological  help. 
After  all,  80%  of  those  receiving  freatment  get  better. 

Venango  Campus  has  a  counselor  available  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays,  Kay  King.

The  August  2004  deadline  date  has  not  been 
set  yet,  but  will  probably  be  late  July  or  early  August. 
The  summer  application  period  is  for  new  students; 
students  coming  back  after  being  out  of  school  for  a 
period  of  time  or  transferring  in  from  another  school. 
The  August  scholarships  are  specifically  NOT  for  stu- 
dents attending  Venango  Campus  now  during  the 
spring  semester.  Applications  will  be  mailed  to  area 
high  schools  and  will  be  available  at  Venango  Campus 
by  April  1,  2004.  We  usually  award  10  to  15  scholar- 
ships in  August. 

You  must  be  taking  at  least  part  of  your  sched- 
ule at  the  Venango  Campus  to  be  eligible  for  any  of 
these  scholarships.  Clarion  Campus  students  are  not 
eligible  for  Venango  Campus  scholarships  unless  they 
are  also  taking  courses  at  the  Venango  Campus.  Ap- 
plications may  be  submitted  to  the  Frame  Office  or  to 
Dr.  Glenn  R.  McElhattan,  Scholarship  Committee 
Chair.

Take  Two  Aspirin  -  Call  Me  in  the 
Morning

Going  to  the  doctor  without  leaving  your  house? 
Sound  impossible?  Not  if  you're  talking  about  house  calls. 
House  calls  used  to  be  common  practice  for  doctors  but 
seem  to  have  become  obsolete  in  recent  years.  According  to 
an  article  in  the  Derrick,  residents  of  select  Milwaukee  sub- 
urbs now  have  a  new,  or  rather  old,  option.  Housecalls,  an 
agency  working  with  the  local  hospital,  provides  in-home 
medical  services  as  an  alternative  to  emergency  room  visits. 
The  home  visits  are  primarily  for  those  who  are  not  too 
acutely  ill,  but  nevertheless  in  need  of  treatment,  at  times 
outside  of  regular  doctors'  office  hours.  No  definitive  word 
yet  on  how  it  is  working  out. 

House  calls  can  have  benefits  for  many  people.  Certain 
people,  especially  the  elderly,  lack  a  means  of  transporta- 
tion to  the  doctor's  office;  others  may  simply  not  wish  to  go 
to  the  ER  due  to  an  illness  after  hours  since  having  an  al- 
ready compromised  immune  system  puts  them  at  greater 
than  average  risk  of  catching  contagious  diseases  sure  to  be 
prevalent  in  the  hospital's  ER.  This  group  may  include 
pregnant  woman,  the  chronically  ill,  the  very  young  and 
very  old,  and  even  siblings  of  an  ill  child  who  are  often 
dragged  along  to  the  hospital  for  lack  of  childcare.  Another 
issue  that  may  possibly  raise  the  demand  for  the  return  of 
house  calls  is  social  anxiety  phobia.  Most  people  have  seen 
ads  for  drugs  like  Paxil,  which  show  many  people  in  a  state 
of  terror  as  they  are  confronted  with  the  fact  of  going  out  in 
public.  According  to  WebMD,  almost  14%  of  the  general 
population  suffers  from  social  anxiety  phobia  to  some  de- 
gree. 

Doctors  today  might  argue  that  they  are  ab-eady  over- 
worked; this  raises  the  question  of  just  how  to  go  about  im- 
plementing an  effective  house  call  service.  Should  patients 
be  charged  a  fee  larger  than  a  regular  doctor's  visit? 
Should  each  patient  get  a  limited  number  of  emergency 
visits  or  calls?  Maybe  house  calls  should  be  performed  by  a 
separate  group  of  doctors  from  those  who  practice  in  an 
office  setting?  All  of  these  possibilities  and  many  others 
must  be  considered  in  order  to  make  house  calls  work  effi- 
ciently in  different  communities,  because  many  communi- 
ties could  benefit  from  reinstating  this  practice. 

It  would  seem  that  in  today's  technology-oriented 
world,  where  less  face  to  face  interaction  takes  place,  that 
omitting  home  visits  follows  suit.  But  unlike  hand  delivered 
mail  which  has  largely  been  replaced  with  e-mail,  just  what 
have  we  replaced  house  calls  with?  A  phone  call  at  best? 
Often  underestimated  is  the  doctor's  ability  to  examine  a 
patient  in  person  with  his  or  her  own  hands,  eyes,  ears,  etc., 
which  is  an  invaluable  opportunity.  Neither  changing  times 
nor  advances  in  technology  can  take  the  place  of  the  good 
old  fashioned  house  call.

As  of  the  date  of  publication,  there  is,  as  yet,  no  nego- 
tiated contract  between  APSCUF  and  the  State  System  of 
Higher  Education  (SSHE).  A  plethora  of  reasons  has  been 
offered  by  both  sides  as  to  why  no  agreement  has  been  reached, 
among  them,  the  dire  straits  the  State  System  is  apparently  in. 
The  Chancellor  of  the  State  System  of  Higher  Education,  Dr. 
Judy  Hample,  said  in  a  message  to  students  and  parents  on  the 
SSHE  website  that  the  System  has  been  plagued  by  eight  per- 
cent cuts  in  funding  over  the  past  two  years.  Said  budget  cuts, 
according  to  Hample,  have  resulted  in  a  five  percent  increase  in 
tuition  as  well  as  an  inability  to  negotiate  a  confract  with 
APSCUF.  Hample  also  said  that  state  universities  have  collec- 
tively managed  to  frim  forty  million  dollars  from  their  budgets, 
in  an  effort  to  help  keep  tuition  low. 

In  the  midst  of  confract  negotiations,  some  very  inter- 
esting news  has  been  made  over  the  last  month  or  so. 

Derek  J.  Hodgson,  of  Indiana  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, resigned  his  post  as  president  on  January  9th,  citing  per- 
sonal reasons,  Hodgson  served  in  the  office  for  five  months, 
having  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  the  office  on  August 
15th  of  2003. 

According  to  an  article  titled,  "Money  Adds  Up  For 
Ex-IUP  Chiefs  Severance,"  which  appeared  in  the  Pittsburgh 
Post-Gazette  on  January  25,  2004,  Bill  Schackner  reported  that 
for  his  5  months  of  employment  at  lUP,  Hodgson  earned  ap- 
proximately $100,100.  This  sum  reflects  benefits. 

Upon  resignation,  Hodgson  receives  a  $105,100  sev- 
erance package  through  June  30th;  this  sum  also  includes  bene- 
fits. 

Hodgson  spent  155  days  as  president.  Hodgson's 
severance  package  covers  166  days.  Hmm... let's  do  the 
math... 

Let  me  get  this  sfraight...if  I  work  for  the  State  System 
of  Higher  Education,  and  I  work  for  five  months,  I  can  get  paid 
an  exorbitant  amount  of  money  and  benefits  for  the  paltry  five 
months  I  actually  did  work,  then,  if  I  decide  I  don't  like  it,  I  can 
submit  my  resignation  (did  1  mention  Hodgson  only  gave  one 
week's  notice?),  then  get  paid  even  more  money,  for  a  longer 
period  of  time  than  I  actually  spent  working?  Sign  me  up! 

Also  published  in  the  Pittsburgh  Post-Gazette  is 
Chancellor  Judy  G.  Hample's  salary.  Hample  receives  a  raise 
this  year  of  5.75%,  bringing  her  salary  to  a  total  of  $290,813. 

Apparently  the  SSHE  and  Chancellor  Hample  do  not 
have  the  sufficient  resources  to  negotiate  a  confract  because 
they've  spent  the  money  on...drum  roll,  please... themselves! 

According  to  document  No.  03-2347  from  the  Penn- 
sylvania Office  of  the  Budget,  State  Governor  Ed  Rendell's 
salary  is  listed  at  $147,882. 

So,  there's  no  money  for  my  education  because  it's 
been  spent  on  some  guy  who  worked  for  5  months  and  quit, 
and  because  the  Chancellor,  who  preaches  sacrifice  in  a  time  of 
economic  difficulty,  gets  a  raise  and  gets  paid  more  than  the 
state  governor?

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APSCUF,  SSHE  Reach 
Tentative  Agreement 

The  Association  of  Pennsylvania  State  College 
and  University  Faculties  (APSCUF)  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  System  of  Higher  Education  (SSHE) 
reached  a  tentative  contract  agreement  after  protracted 
negotiations,  averting  a  possible  strike  by  the  5,000 
member  union. 

Although  William  Fuhner,  president  of 
APSCUF,  used  language  like  "bare  bones"  when  refer- 
ring to  the  settlement,  he  did  concede  that  the  agree- 
ment did  contain  an  acceptable  "salary  package  and 
health  care  provisions."  Fulmer  also  stated  his  satis- 
faction with  educational  quality  controls  included  in 
the  agreement. 

APSCUF  also  credited  Pennsylvania  Governor 
Ed  Rendell  with  aiding  in  contract  negotiations.  When 
contract  talks  between  APSCUF  and  the  SSHE  stalled 
in  December,  increasing  the  likelihood  of  a  strike. 
Governor  Rendell's  labor  representative  Ken  Jarin  was 
asked  to  assist  in  the  bargaining  process. 

The  new  contract,  if  ratified  by  both  the  mem- 
bership of  APSCUF  and  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
the  SSHE,  will  be  retroactive  to  July  1st  of  2003,  and 
includes  a  wage  freeze  for  2003-2004,  service  incre- 
ments (a  2.5  percent  or  5  percent  salary  increase,  de- 
pending where  an  employee  is  on  the  12-step  salary 
schedule)  in  2004-2005,  and  various  other  step  incre- 
ments and  general  pay  raises  throughout  the  course  of 
the  contract. 

Chancellor  of  the  SSHE  Judy  Hample  com- 
mended faculty  for  their  dedication  to  students,  saying, 
"Our  students  are  fortunate  to  have  qualified  and  dedi- 
cated faculties  at  each  of  our  universities.  Reaching  a 
tentative  agreement  vsdthout  an  interruption  to  the  aca- 
demic year  has  always  been  the  objective,  and  we  have 
achieved  that." 

Hample  cited  a  "challenging  fiscal  situation 
facing  the  Commonwealth  and  the  State  System"  as 
the  source  of  difficulty  in  reaching  as  settlement. 

When  ratified,  the  new  contract  will  remain  in 
effect  through  June  30th  of  2007.

The  documents  show  a  six  month  period  in 
which  Bush  was  not  paid.  White  House  represen- 
tatives caimot  account  for  the  president's  where- 
abouts during  this  period,  saying  only,  "The  Presi- 
dent recalls  serving  in  Alabama.  He  also  recalls 
serving  in  Texas.  That's  what  he  recalls." 

I'm  a  bit  curious  as  to  what  exactly  the 
President  recalls.  I'm  curious  as  to  why,  when 
asked  about  the  six  month  period  in  which  National 
Guard  records  indicate  Bush  was  not  paid,  the 
President  apparently  does  not  recall  why  he  was 
not  paid. 

Bemg  a  military  man  myself,  I  recall  a  few 
instances  where  1  was  not  paid.  As  I  remember,  it 
was  generally  due  to  some  foul-up  in  paperwork.  I 
also  recall  being  livid  about  the  foul-up  that  re- 
sulted in  my  lack  of  cash  flow.  As  I  recall,  1  was 
very  quick  to  point  out  the  mistake  to  the  appropri- 
ate personnel,  so  that  the  error  could  be  remedied. 

Now,  as  I  understand  it,  Mr.  Bush  does  in- 
deed "come  from  money,"  but  as  a  military  man 
myself,  1  recall  being  disturbed  that  Uncle  Sam 
would  have  the  gall  to  make  a  mistake,  thereby 
shorting  me  out  of  money  that  I'd  worked  very 
hard  to  earn.  I'm  certain  that  if  there  had  been  a 
payroll  error,  Mr.  Bush,  despite  any  other  source  of 
income,  would  have  been  knocking  on  office  doors 
to  correct  the  problem,  and  surely  would  not  have 
allowed  the  problem  to  continue  for  six  long 
months.  Rich  people  don't  become  rich  by  giving 
away  hard-earned  money.  What  does  my  military 
experience  tell  me?  The  gap  in  pay  records  must 
not  be  a  result  of  a  simple  paperwork  error. 


I  also  recall  several  other  members  of  my  unit 
not  being  paid.  I  remember  very  distinctly  the  reason 
they  did  not  get  paid,  the  reason  being  that  they  were  in 
a  status  the  Uniform  Code  of  Military  Justice  refers  to 
as  U.A.,  or  Unauthorized  Absence.  This  status  was  for- 
merly known  as  A.W.O.L.,  or  Absent  With-Out  Leave.

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Eating  Disorders  in  College  Students 

It  seems  that  the  added  stresses  on  college  stu- 
ients  can  lead  to  many  negative  effects.  Since  this  week 
is  the  National  Eating  Disorder  Awareness  week;  we'd 
like  to  tell  our  readers  about  some  of  the  main  types  of 
sating  disorders,  which  can  be  another  harmftil  way  stu- 
dents adjust  to  the  college  experience.  The  National  As- 
sociation of  Anorexia  Nervosa  and  Associated  Disorders 
states  that  about  eight  million  people  in  the  United  States 
nave  Anorexia,  Bulimia,  and  related  eating  disorders. 

Many  people,  not  only  college  students,  turn  to 
sating  disorders  as  a  way  to  feel  good  about  themselves 
ind  to  have  complete  control  over  at  least  one  aspect  of 
their  lives.  The  most  common  cases  of  eating  disorders, 
but  not  all,  are  when  people  feel  the  stress  of  their  life- 
styles or  the  need  to  be  perfect  baring  down  on  them. 
Many  people  who  suffer  from  eating  disorders  have  an 
3verpowering  need  to  be  accepted  and  are  self-conscious 
about  their  weight. 

Anorexia  nervosa  is  one  of  the  main  types  of  eat- 
ing disorders  and  the  most  well-known.  Anorexia  is  the 
relentless  pursuit  of  thinness.  Symptoms  of  Anorexia  in- 
clude: a  person  refusing  to  maintain  normal  body  weight 
for  their  own  age  and  height,  weighing  85%  or  less  than 
what  is  suspected  for  that  person,  denying  the  danger  of 
low  weight,  and  becoming  terrified  of  getting  obese — 
even  if  they  are  not  even  close  to  becoming  overweight. 
Anorexia  can  also  include:  depression,  isolation,  irritabil- 
ity, withdrawal,  and  peculiar  behaviors  such  as  compul- 
sive rituals  and  strange  eating  habits.  People  with  Ano- 
rexia also  tend  to  have  low  tolerance  for  change.  While 
there  are  no  reliable  figures  on  younger  children  and  older 
adults,  it  has  been  found  that  1  in  20  female  adolescents 
between  the  age  of  ten  and  twenty  have  Anorexia.  Any- 
one who  suspects  they  are  gripped  by  Anorexia  or  know 
someone  who  may  be  should  seek  help  for  themselves  or 
others  before  risks  of  starving  themselves  to  death  can 
increase. 

The  second  main  eating  disorder  is  called  Bulimia 
nervosa,  which  is  a  dieting,  hinging,  and  purging  disorder. 
This  is  when  a  person  uncontrollably  binge  eats  and  then 
feels  guilty  to  the  point  that  they  vomit,  misuse  laxatives, 
exercises  frequently,  or  fast  to  get  rid  of  the  calories. 


Many  people  with  Bulimia  are  very  secretive  in  their  ritu- 
als so  it  is  hard  to  estimate  exactly  how  many  people  are 
enthralled  in  this  disorder.  However,  it  is  estimated  by 
ANRED  (Anorexia  Nervosa  and  Related  Eating  Disor- 
ders, Inc)  that  4%  of  college-aged  women  have  Bulimia. 
Because  bulimics  tend  to  have  problems  with  impulse 
control,  they  tend  to  shoplift,  be  promiscuous,  and  abuse 
alcohol,  drugs,  and  credit  cards.  Bulimia  is  also  bad  for 
your  health  and  as  well  as  Anorexia,  can  lead  to  death. 

The  third  main  type  of  eating  disorder  is  called 
binge  eating  disorder  and  is  very  similar  to  Bulimia. 
However,  people  with  this  disorder  do  not  regularly 
vomit.  Instead,  they  may  already  be  genetically  predis- 
posed to  some  form  of  obesity  and  then  tend  to  diet, 
starve  themselves,  and  then  binge  eat  in  response  to  the 
hunger  they  experience. 

There  are  also  many  less  well-known  eating  disor- 
ders. These  disorders  include  all  but  a  few  of  the  criteria 
for  one  of  the  above  disorders;  however,  the  person's  be- 
havior is  still  not  normal,  nor  is  it  healthy.  These  include: 
Anorexia  athletica  (compulsive  exercising).  Muscle  dys- 
morphia  or  bigorexia  (obsession  over  being  small),  and 
night-eating  syndrome.

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Additional  $750,000  Donated  for  Student 
Apartment  Housing  at  Venango  Campus 

The  Edward  V.  &  Jessie  L.  Peters  Charitable 
Trust  has  pledged  an  additional  $750,000  to  support 
the  development  of  student  apartment  housing  at  Clar- 
ion University-Venango  Campus,  bringing  the  total 
support  from  the  Peters  Trust  to  $1.25  million.  This

The  architect  for 
the  project  will  be  Ligo  Architects,  AIA,  based  in 
Slippery  Rock.

A  Win  against  High  CD  Prices

Upon  receiving  a  check  in  the  mail  the  other 
day  for  $13.86,  I  was  reminded  of  a  lawsuit  against 
some  of  the  major  music  companies  that  I  signed  up 
for  on  a  website  last  year. 

The  class  action  lawsuit,  called  the  Compact 
Disc  Minimum  Advertised  Price  Antitrust  Litigation, 
was  filed  by  the  attorney  state  generals  of  all  the  states 
of  the  United  States  in  2003.  The  suit  went  against 
music  CD  distributors  and  retailers,  some  of  these  in- 
cluding: Capitol  Records,  EMI  Music  Distribution, 
Virgin  Records  America,  Time  Warner,  Wamer- 
Elektra-Atlantic,  BMG  Music,  Sony  Music,  Tower 
Records  and  Musicland  Stores. 

The  lawsuit  accused  the  defendants  of  illegally 
raising  the  prices  of  prerecorded  music  products  by 
implementing  Minimum  Advertised  Price  policies, 
which  are  a  violation  of  state  and  federal  laws.  The 
defendants  denied  all  claims  of  wrongdoing,  but  ended 
up  losing  the  case. 

The  settlement  that  these  music  distributors 
and  retailers  paid  was  a  total  of  $67,375,000  of  cash 
distribution  to  the  settlement  group,  and  $75,700,000 
in  non-cash  prerecorded  music  CDs.  These  CDs 
would  be  distributed  to  each  state  for  non-profit  enti- 
ties to  be  used  for  music-related  purposes  and  used  to 
benefit  the  settlement  group.  All  defendants  also 
agreed  to  adopt  certain  types  of  retail  advertising  and 
pricing  policies  for  the  future. 

The  settlement  group  in  this  case  consisted  of 
any  person  in  the  United  States  or  its  territories  who 
purchased  prerecorded  music  products  (CDs,  cassettes, 
&  vinyl  albums)  from  one  or  more  retailers  (not  online 
music  clubs)  between  January  1,  1995  and  December 
22,  2000.  Settlement  checks  were  to  be  distributed  to 
as  many  consumers  that  signed  up  as  long  as  the 
checks  per  person  did  not  exceed  $20.  Also,  if  too 
many  people  signed  up  and  the  checks  were  imder  $5, 


the  settlement  money  would  have  been  given  to  non- 
profit organizations  to  use  for  the  music-listening  pub- 
lic. 

This  means  that  all  of  the  people  in  the  settle- 
ment group  should  have  been  awarded  a  check  for 
$13.86  and  that  the  settlement  group  consisted  of 
about  4,861,111  people.  While  the  settlement  is  now 
over  and  checks  are  being  distributed  to  anyone  who 
signed  up  on  the  website, 
www.musiccdsettlement.com,  I  thought  it  was  an  in- 
teresting topic.  It  seems  the  consumers  foimd  a  way  to 
stick  it  to  the  man,  for  a  change.

"Steady  leadership  in  times  of  change."  So  sayeth 
the  Almighty  "Dubya."  While  torturing  myself  reviewing 
campaign  ads  via  the  internet,  I  uncovered  this  little  gem 
of  a  quotation,  common  to  all  George  W.  Bush's  ads  thus 
far.  The  advertisements  sited  Bush's  economic  policies, 
his  policies  on  terror,  to  mention  a  couple. 

Apparently,  "Steady  Leadership"  means  inability 
to  adapt  to  changing  times.

Heck,  this 
might  lead  us  to  believe  that  there  really  is  no  correct  relig- 
ion. Of  course,  as  fine,  upstanding  young  citizens  in  the 
collegiate  community,  we  realize  that  there  really  is  one, 
and  only  one,  correct  religion.

Unfortunately,  although  our  government  has  tradi- 
tionally attempted  to  maintain  a  reasonable  separation  of 
church  and  State,  slowly  but  surely,  religion  manages  to 
creep  in  around  the  edges.  Take,  for  example,  the  institu- 
tion of  marriage.  Marriage  is  a  religious  institution.  Chrisr 
tians  have  marriage,  Wiccans  have  "handfastings,"  and  so 
on.  Marriage  also  happens  to  be  the  only  religious  event 
that  one  needs  a  license  for.  I  have  a  Jewish  friend. 
Would  you  believe,  dear  reader,  that  he  required  absolutely 
no  license  whatsoever,  for  his  bar  mitzvah?  Nor  did  I  need 
to  procure  a  license  from  my  local  government  to  be  con- 
firmed. Why,  then,  do  two  people  need  a  license  to  decide 
to  commit  themselves  to  each  other,  or  to  live  together,  or 
for  one  party  to  change  their  last  name? 


The  Christian  Coalition,  on  their  website,  http:// 
www.cc.org/,  states:  "According  to  a  CNN  poll  last  sum- 
mer, over  68%  of  Americans  believed  that  marriage  should 
be  between  a  man  and  a  woman.  With  this  overwhelming 
majority  of  Americans  supporting  traditional  marriage  be- 
tween a  man  and  a  woman,  the  Christian  Coalition  believes 
that  marriage  will  and  should  be  protected." 

One  of  the  major  benefits  of  a  well-structured  de- 
mocracy is  that  it  protects  everyone.  You  see,  not  too  long 
ago,  a  large  majority  of  the  population  of  the  United  States 
believed  that  one  skin  color  was  inherently  better  than  an- 
other. One  particular  organization  cited  religion  as  their 
basis  for  that  belief,  and  did  their  best  to  impress  upon  the 
populace  that  unless  you  were  white  and  Protestant,  you 
were  a  lower  life  form. 

Democracy  should,  but  doesn't  always,  prevent 
tyranny  of  the  majority.  We've  not  so  long  ago  progressed 
out  of  those  dark  ages  of  racial  injustice.  Are  we  so  ready 
to  remain  set  in  over  ways,  believing  that  because  a  man 
wishes  to  dedicate  his  life  to  another  man,  that  those  men 
are  intrinsically  less  deserving  of  their  dream  than  we  are  of 
ours? 

To  again  quote  President  Bush:  "I  know  what  we 
need  to  do  so  that  every  American  can  pursue  the  American 
Dream."  My  American  Dream  is  to  have  a  house,  spouse, 
and  a  dog.

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FCC  Attacks  Media  Indecency

After  Janet  Jackson's  Superbowl  faux  pas, 
the  Federal  Communications  Commission,  who  has 
regulated  all  communication  on  the  federal  level  in 
the  United  States  since  1934.  started  cracking  down 
on  obscene  and  explicit  material.  Since  this  national 
shock,  the  FCC  has  mainly  centered  on  TV  and  radio 
by  turning  attention  to  Howard  Stem,  Bono,  and 
Janet  Jackson,  among  others. 

While  the  FCCs  ambiguous  regulations  on 
indecency  have  been  widely  disputed  for  some  time 
now,  the  latest  events  have  brought  these  regulations 
into  the  public's  concern.  With  the  FCC  fining  many 
communication  companies  and  companies  pulling 
shows  like  Howard  Stern's  and  specific  performances 
by  Janet  Jackson  and  members  of  N'Sync,  it  seems 
the  FCC  has  decided  to  declare  war  on  the  first 
amendment's  freedom  of  speech. 

U2  singer.  Bono,  who  uttered  the  f-word  at 
the  2003  Golden  Globe  Awards,  was  at  first  found  by 
the  FCC  as  innocent  of  indecent  language  because  it 
was  used  as  an  adjective.  However,  with  the  most 
recent  events  at  the  Superbowl,  the  FCC  has  now 
ruled  that  the  profanity,  used  in  any  context,  does 
violate  broadcast  standards,  but  with  no  fine  to  Bono. 

However,  while  Howard  Stem's  show  has 
been  removed  from  radio  rotation  nationwide,  the 
FCC  is  also  fining  the  Infinity  Broadcasting  Com- 
pany who  distributes  it  the  maximum  of  $27,500.

The  last  major  fine  being  implemented  by 
the  FCC  is  also  the  largest.  On  March  1 8'\  the 
FCC  issued  a  fine  of  $55,000  against  Capstar  TX 
Limited  Partnership,  a  branch  of  Clear  Channels 
Communication  for  the  broadcast  of  indecent  mate- 
rial over  two  radio  stations  in  Florida. 

These  stations,  WAVW  and  WCZR, 
broadcasted  a  dialogue  between  the  disc  jockeys 
and  a  man  and  a  woman  while  they  were  engaging 
in  real  or  imitated  sexual  intercourse. 

Not  only  is  the  FCC  fining  companies, 
and  media  corporations  removing  questionable 
content,  such  as  many  music  videos  on  MTV,  an- 
other way  to  prevent  mishaps  like  the  Janet  Jack- 
son half-time  show  "stunt",  is  a  1 0-second  delay 
being  added  to  all  live  broadcasts.  This  is  by  far 
the  best  act  to  eliminate  indecent  material  from  be- 
ing viewed  or  heard  by  children.  However,  it  does 
tend  to  defeat  the  purpose  of  "live"'  broadcasts.

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Clarion  University-Venango  Campus  to  Offer  Criminal  Justice  Degree 


The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  State  System  of 
Higher  Education  last  week  granted  approval  for  Clar- 
ion University-Venango  Campus  to  offer  an  Associate 
of  Science  in  Criminal  Justice  degree  through  the  uni- 
versity's Department  of  Political  Science,  Sociology, 
and  Philosophy.  The  new  program  will  launch  in  the 
fall  of  2004  and  students  may  enroll  on  a  full-time  or 
part-time  basis.  The  field  of  criminal  justice  is  growing 
and  offers  many  exciting  career  opportunities  in  areas 
such  as  criminal  investigation,  corrections,  probation, 
parole,  and  court  administration.  According  to  the  Oc- 
cupational Outlook  Handbook,  employment  in  the 
field  of  criminal  justice  is  projected  to  grow  faster  than 
the  average  for  all  occupations  through  2010. 

"The  new  A.S.  in  Criminal  Justice  program 
will  help  students  to  understand  criminal  behavior  and 
become  familiar  with  important  issues  concerning  the 
treatment  and  rehabilitation  of  criminals  and  others  in 
our  society,"  said  Dr.  Christopher  M.  Reber,  executive 
dean  of  Clarion  University-Venango  Campus. 
"Graduates  will  be  ready  for  entry-level  positions 
within  various  state  and  local  agencies  of  the  criminal 
justice  system  or  for  continuing  their  education  within 
this  field  through  several  four-year  programs  in  the 
region." 

The  criminal  justice  program  at  Clarion  Uni- 
versity-Venango Campus  provides  a  broad-based  edu- 
cation that  includes  criminal  justice  and  juvenile  jus- 
tice processes,  criminology,  law  enforcement,  law  ad- 
judication, and  corrections.  The  curriculum  was  devel- 
oped in  accordance  with  the  standards  for  criminal  jus- 
tice education  established  by  the  Academy  of  Criminal 
Justice  Sciences,  an  international  organization  that  pro- 
motes professional  and  scholarly  activities  in  the  field. 
Class  schedules  at  Venango  Campus  provide  flexibility 
for  students  who  have  career  and/or  family  responsi- 
bilities. A  new  full-time  faculty  position  has  been 
added  at  the  Venango  Campus  for  this  program.  The 
new  degree  brings  to  nine  the  number  of  associate 


degrees  offered  at  the  campus.

Students  who  apply  and  are  accepted  into  the 
fiiU-time  Criminal  Justice  program  for  the  fall  also  are 
eligible  to  apply  for  the  new  student  apartment  hous- 
ing at  Venango  Campus.

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Lessons  From  the  Geese

Venango  Student  Wins  Contest 


1  .)As  each  goose  flaps  its  wings,  it  creates  an  "uplift" 
for  the  birds  that  follow.  By  flying  in  a  "V"  formation, 
the  whole  flock  adds  71%  greater  flying  range  than  if 
each  bird  flew  alone. 

Lesson:  People  who  share  a  common  direction  and 
sense  of  community  can  get  where  they  are  going 
quicker  and  easier  because  they  are  traveling  on  the 
thrust  of  each  other. 

2.)When  a  goose  falls  out  of  formation,  it  suddenly 
feels  the  drag  and  resistance  of  flying  alone.  It  quickly 
moves  back  into  formation  to  take  advantage  of  the  lift- 
ing power  of  the  bird  immediately  in  front  of  it. 
Lesson:  If  we  have  as  much  sense  as  a  goose,  we  stay 
in  formation  with  those  headed  where  we  want  to  go. 
We  are  willmg  to  accept  their  help  and  give  our  help  to 
others.  M^^' 

3.) When  the  lead  bird  tires,  it  rotates  back  into  the  for- 
mation to  take  advantage  of  the  lifting  power  of  the 
bird  immediately  in  front  of  it. 

Lesson:  It  pays  to  take  turns  doing  the  hard  tasks  and 
sharing  leadership.  As  with  geese,  people  are  interde- 
pendent on  each  others'  skills,  capabilities,  and  unique 
arrangements  of  gifts,  talents,  or  resources. 

4.)The  geese  flying  in  formation  honk  to  encourage 
those  up  front  to  keep  up  their  speed. 
Lesson:  We  need  to  make  sure  our  honking  is  encour- 
aging. In  groups  where  there  is  encouragement,  the  pro- 
duction is  much  greater.  The  power  of  encouragement 
(to  stand  by  one's  heart  or  core  values  and  to  encourage 
the  heart  and  core  values  of  others)  is  the  quality  of 
honking  we  seek. 

5.) When  a  goose  gets  sick,  wounded,  or  shot  down,  two 
geese  drop  out  of  formation  and  follow  it  down  to  help 
and  protect  it.  They  stay  with  it  until  it  dies  or  is  able  to 
fly  again.  Then,  they  launch  out  with  another  formation 
or  catch  up  vfith  the  flock. 

Lesson: If  we  have  as  much  sense  of  geese,  we  will 
stand  by  each  other  in  difficult  times  as  well  as  when 
we're  strong. 


Ms.  Pat  Stewart  recently  won  Clarion  Uni- 
versity's Ethics  Essay  Contest,  themed.  Promoting 
Peace  and  Tolerance."  The  contest  was  sponsored 
by  the  university's  Presidential  Commission  on 
Affirmative  Action  and  the  Division  of  Philoso- 
phy. 

Ms.  Stewart's  "Promoting  Peace  and  Toler- 
ance with  Understanding,  Respect,  and  Coopera- 
tion" approaches  the  subject  matter  by  defining 
obstacles  on  the  path  to  peace,  discussion  of  the 
obstacles  in  depth,  and  synthesizes  a  solution 
based  on  the  definition  of  the  problems  involved. 

"The  sequence  to  end.. .war  would  include: 
respect,  compassion,  understanding,  tolerance, 
apology,  peace,"  said  Stewart. 

In  the  course  of  her  discussion  on  warfare 
and  avoidance  of  conventional  conflict,  Stewart 
also  exhibited  a  unique  insight  in  terrorism,  citing 
an  ancient  Chinese  proverb:  "kill  one,  fiighten  ten 
thousand." 

Where  does  Stewart  see  an  answer?  Edu- 
cation is  a  key  issue  addressed  in  her  essay,  of 
both  parents  and  children.  FoUowdng  education, 
"Promoting  Peace..."  advocates  taking  a  second 
look  at  our  entertainment  industry,  as  well  as  shift- 
ing away  from  ethnocentrism.
